It may a* well to restate in this, 
MM flrrt report of the year, the boun- 
daries of the auctions into which the 
State, for the aake of convenience 
and accuracy.

The Ir- 
regular contour of the counties makes 
it impracticable to divide upon 
straight lines In any given course. 
Again, it is advisable to separate the 
•dark tol.acio district in the western 
part of Ml State from the Burley 
district of the central and eastern 
portion. Likewise it ie desirable, to

The western section composes 39 
counties west of an irregular line 
drawn from the eastern boundary of 
Hardin county on the north to the 
eastern boundary of Allen on the 
s< uth, the intervening counties of 
Larue, Hart and Barren being placed 
in the western section. The central, 
or to M more accurate, the north 
central section, embraces 40 counties 
lying east of the above-described 
boundary and northeast of an irreg- 
ular line drawn from tho eastern 
boundary of Lewis county on the 
northeast of Laruo county in the 
southeast, the intervening counties 
of Hath, Montgomery.

The newspaper reporters of the 
time of Alexander the Great, had 
there been any, would have had 
the heaviest day's work of their 
lives in converting the interesting 
events that marked the day Alex- 
ander was married. On that day, 
authenticated accounts tell us, no 
less than 20,202 men and women 
were made husbands and wives. 
Alexander had conquered Darius, 
of Persia, and he felt that this 
great achievement was important 
to be signalised in a con- 
pride of a conqueror who decides 
that it can be measured properly 
only by a wholesale giving and 
taking in marriage the like of 
which the world has never known. 

Alexander himself married Sta- 
tira, the daughter of the conquered 
King, and decreed that 100 of bis 
chief officers should be united to 100 
ladies from the noblest Persian and 
Median families. In addition to 
this, he stipulated that 10,000 of his 
Greek soldiers should marry 10,000 
Asiatic women. 

When everything was settled a 
vast pavilion was erected, the pil- 
lars of which were six feet high.

[A copy of the report of the op- 
erations f.f Troop D, Second TJ. S. 
Cavalry, has been sent to me by 
Major Henry T. Allen, now In 
charge of the Department of the 
Gulf, With his consent I publish 
|iart or the report in the George- 
tonian. — J. E. Harry.] 

The troop consisted <>r three com- 
missioned officers, sixty-nine men 
and sixty-seven horses. During the 
few d ivs nt Tampa the horses were 
unloaded and kept in a sawdust 
corral. The final start for Cuba 
took place June 14th. The men 
were fairly well quartered on the 
ship — relatively much better than 
the officers. . The heat in the hold 
of the vessel was at times very 
great, and had the horses and mules 
not beei) frequently changed, the 
losses would have been considerable. 
As it was, Troop D hud but one 
BMM to throw overboard before 
arriving at Santiago. 

The average rate of the fleet was 
seven knots. We arrived off San 
tingo June 20th. within one day t»r 
being exactly two months arter the 
declaration ot war. The mounted 
troops were not permitted to land 
until June 21th. There were abso- 
lutely no lacililies for unloading 
horses. Improvised stage* were 
hunir from the side gangways and 
the horses were forced out on thim. 
i'hey s.mk immediately and. fur 
the most part, the horses went into 
the water headforemost. The horses 
were then led to the shore by men 
in h avy rowbout*. Oftentimes, 
when released as near shore as was 
safe for the boats, they would be- 
come frightened at the surr and 
swim out to aea. 

The troop bivouacked on the 
night or the 24th at the landing 
place, Dniquire. Leaving all the 
baggage nnd supplies, except the 
snddle kit complement and filty
